CARS TARGETS ' 
FOR MISSILES 


Scores of People Hurt In San 
Francisco Riots. 


Battle Between Strike-Break¬ 
ers and Wild Mob. 


Further Efforts To Operate 
System May Be Withheld. 


TROOPS MAY BE CALLED OUT. 


San Francisco. May 7.—The strike of 
the 1,700 union men, motermen and 
conductors of the United Railways, de¬ 
veloped this afternoon Into a riot In 
which more than a score of persons 
were severely hurt and others Injured 
to a lesser ertent. 

At 2:80 o’clock the company made Its 
first attempt to resume the operation of 
its system by sending out seven pas¬ 
senger cars manned by between thirty 
and forty strike-breakers wearing the 
uniforms of car inspectors, and each 
carrying a 38-calibre revolver strapped 
around his waist outside of his coat 
The start was made from the com¬ 
pany’s bams at Turk and Fillmore 
streets, where a crowd of from 3,000 to 

5,000 men and boys gathered.

Jeers and Howls. 


N. Gillette to-night. **1 am watching 
the situation closely and will act the 
moment I believe It necessary." 

"1 am now awaiting advices from 
Adjt. Qen. Louclt." continued the Gov¬ 
ernor, "and I am depending entirely 
upon him to advise as to the exact situ¬ 
ation.

Whenever I become satisfied that 
the situation Is beyond control I will 
send In a request for Federal troops 
Representations from the best element 
of Sun Francisco that troops were de¬ 
sired there would be sufficient for me 
to act without waiting for the word 
from the officials. 

Serious Strike In Mexico. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 7.—A special 
to the Express from Orizaba, Mex.. 
says: 

The strike among the 8.000 textile 
workers here has grown more alarming 
and, fearing that In case of a general 
outbreak, the troops here now will not 
be able to cope with the situation, a 
detachment of the Thirteenth battalion 
from Vera Cruz has been given hurry 
orders to hurry here. The troops are 
coming on a special train.

This transformed the crowd into a 
swlld n>ob M(l thenceforward for twelve 
blocks there was fierce fighting. The 
strikers and their friends, aided by 
hundreds of youthful hoodlums, kept 
up a running shower of missiles. The 
guards on board the cars responded 
with fusillade after fusillade of pltXol 
shots. 

Eight men received bullet wounds, 
some of which will prove fatal. Among 
those Injured are a detective sergeant 
and a patrolman.

Finally a dozen or more of the guards 
were arrested by reserves from the 
Central police station, and a union 
crowd boarded the rearmost car and 
started It back to the barns. Arriving 
there the strikers charged that revol¬ 
ver fire was opened upon them from 
the barns. In this encounter several 
more men were shot. A nonunion man 
threw tho switch at the corner of Turk 
and Fillmore streets and the derailed 
car shot Into the sidewalk, maiming 
two men whose names have not been 
learned. In the stampede that fol- 
low’ed here, a score of women and chll. 
dren on the outskirts of the mob In 
Fillmore street were hurled to the 
pavement and trampled upon. 

The appearance of relief squads to 
re-enforce Police Captain Mooney’s 
men resulted about 5:40 o’clock In the 
partial dispersing of the crowds. A 
current rumor has It that Superintend¬ 
ent Chapman, who spent the forenoon 
and early afternoon at the Fillmore- 
street barracks, was seen about 5 
o’clock driving rapidly away on Golden 
Gate avenue in an automobile that was 
dashed with blood. There Is as yet no 
confirmation of the rumor that Mr. 
Chapman was wounded. Practically all 
of the police resrves at the various 
precinct stations have been called out 
and are now patrollng the neighbor¬ 
hood of Fillmore and Turk streets, 
where the greatest congestion Is. 

The general belief is that because of 
this afternoon’s tragic, happenings 
further efforts to resume operation ’of 
the system will be withheld until offi¬ 
cials of the company are satisfied that 
the police are In a position to afford 
protection to property and life.

The bloody events of the afternoon 
were preceded by a less serious clash 
In the forenoon, when a freight car, 
manned by five inspection officers and 
Bam Superintendent Jones 'vas run out 
of the yard at Turk and Fillmore 
streets and operated for half a block.

Finally all attempts to operate the 
car was given up. and It was run hack 
to the yards by Jones himself, with 
union men swarming on the platform 
and Joining In the cheers that were sent 
up by the mob.

MAY MEAN SUNDAY CLOSING. 


Frankfort. Ky.. May 7.—[Special.]— 
Upon the recommendation of certain 
prominent ministers of the gospel, 
members of the Louisville Ministerial 
Association, Gov. Beckham to-day ap¬ 
pointed Attorney Irvine Hampton, of 
that city. Magistrate for the Eight!) 
magisterial district of eJfferson county, 
vice P. T. Sullivan, whose office was 
declared vacant by the Chancellors of 
the eJfferson Circuit Court In their 
opinion In the election contest cases. A 
commission was sent to-night from the 
Department of Secretary of State to 
Attorney Hampton, and he will qualify 
at once and assume the duties of his 
office. 

In making the appointment of At¬ 
torney Hampton the Governor acted 
alone upon the recommendtIon of the 
Rev. Drs. Carter Helm Jones, J. 8. 
Lyons, WaUz and Hunt, and the only 
papers onfiV In (fir ^depart me fit are 
the letter of the Executive offering the 
ptace and that of Mr. Hampton an¬ 
nouncing that he would accept the ap¬ 
pointment. The Rev. Drs. Jones. Hunt 
and Waltz came here and personally 
conferred with the Governor, and Dr. 
Lyons was also in communication with 
him. Magistrate Sullivan was an ap¬ 
plicant for appointment to the place, 
for which he was a candidate in No¬ 
vember of last year, and which he held 
until the lower court decided against 
him. He had numerous recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The appointment of Attorney Hamp¬ 
ton as Magistrate Is looked upon about 
the State Capita! as clearly Indicating 
a purpose to renew the effort made 
several months ago to prevent the sale 
of liquor In Louisville on the Sabbath 
and to bring about the closing of the 
saloons on that day. County Attorney 
Bingham has been here a number f 
times lately In conference with Gov. 
Beckham, as have one or another of the 
members of the Ministerial Association 
of Louisville. It Is said that the Execu¬ 
tive Is not personally acquainted with 
his appointee, and It Is said that when 
the matter of filling the vacancy was 
put up to him he turner! the whole mat¬ 
ter over to the Ministerial Association 
members who have been interested in 
closing the Sunday saloons and told 
them to select a man for the office 
whom they felt satisfied would enforce 
the law In every case that might be 
brought before hltn. The Governor had 
learned by experience with Magistrate 
Hoffman the power and authority of 
a Magistrate In eJfferson county, as 
one of his friends here says, and de¬ 
termined to in this matter give the 
temperance advocates of the city and 
county full opportunity to enforce the 
present statutes and have them tested 
finally In all of the courts to which they 
might be taken. Attorney Bingham has 
from time to time kept the Governor 
Advised of Information ho has secured 
regarding violations of the statutes by 
saloonkeepers, and prosecutions may be 
Instituted as soon as the new Magis¬ 
trate qualifies and takes up the duties 
of his office. 


DID NOT SEEK OFFICE. 

Mr. Hampton Surprised At His Ap¬ 
pointment. 

Irvine Hampton, who has been appoint¬ 
ed Magistrate in the Eighth district of 
Jefferson county by Gov Beckham to suc¬ 
ceed P. T. Sullivan, whose office was de¬ 
clared vacant In the election contest trlAl 
by the Chancellors, has been a practicing 
attorney in this city since 1899. He re¬ 
sides at 2424 Elliott avenue, nnd has an 
office in the Kentucky Title building. Mr. 
Hampton U a graduate of the Louisville 
law School, and has never held public 
office before 

Mr. Hampton said that he did not seek 
the appointment, although several of his 
friends urged him to accept the appoint¬ 
ment If Gov.

BILL PLEASES 
NEITHER SIDE 


Long-Awaited Irish Measm e 
Introduced In Commons. 


Confers Little Self-Govern 
ment On Emerald Isle. 


Constabulary Thorn In Flesh 
of the People. 


RIDICULED BY BALFOUR. 


London. May 7.—The Government to¬ 
day presented its long awaited Irish 
Bill to the House of Commons and the 
country. This bill^is designed to meet 
th<* demands for Irish home rule. It 
was presented by the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Blrrell. to a crowded 
house. 

Compared with the home rule bills 
of 1886 and 1906 the measure of to-day 
confers little self-government upon Ire¬ 
land, merely giving to the Council con¬ 
trol of the eight departments now man¬ 
aged by Government boards, the Coun¬ 
cils to be appointed by the Crown, and 
while the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland Is 
given power to nullify Us measures the 
Crown retains control of five of the 
eight departments, including the con¬ 
stabulary. The control of this branch 
always has been a thorn In the flesh of 
the Irish people 

* • • 

Half Way Measure. 


It Is natural, and quite to be expect¬ 
ed, that this half-way measure Is 
wholly pleasing to no political party. 
The Unionists regard It Is a step to¬ 
ward home rule. They object to giving 
to Ireland the management of any de¬ 
partments of local affairs, while the 
Irish members of the House of Com¬ 
mons retain the right to legislate in 
similar affairs for England and Scot¬ 
land. They criticise also the plan of 
Government by a Council through eight 
committees is complicated and cumber¬ 
some. The Radicals are disappointed 
that the measure falls so short of ac¬ 
tual home rule and the Irish members 
are even more disappointed with it. The 
Irish leaders, however, are maintaining 
a diplomatio attitude until they h£ve 
time to study the provisions of the hill 
and learn the sentiment of the people. 

A Nationalist convention will be held 
In Dublin soon to decide upon the pol¬ 
icy of the Irish party. The Laborltes 
will support the measure because they 
are all home-rulers. 

To prevent the first reading of the 
bill being deferred until to-morrow, 
and w*hlle Walter Hume Long was still 
speaking Mr. Blrrell moved the clos¬ 
ure. Then amid great uproar and pro¬ 
test* and shouts of "gag" the closure 
was carried by 417 votes to 121 and the 

bill passed It* first reading 416 to 121. 

• • • 

Ridiculed By Balfour. 

After the bill had been presented and 
explained by Mr. Blrrell It wa* criti¬ 
cised and ridiculed by A. J. Balfour 
on behalf of the opposition. John E. 
Raymond then delivered a brilliant 
speech, noteworthy principally for Its 
dignified and forceful exposition of Ire¬ 
land's claims for complete home rule. 

The audience of the speakers was 
worthy the historical and parliament¬ 
ary occasion. The entire Ministry oc¬ 
cupied seats on the front benches. Mr. 
Balfour lounged in his characteristic 
languid attitude opposite, with Geo. 
Wyndham. the former Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, beside him. 

The floor of the house was packed, 
and the galleries held a notable as¬ 
semblage, Including a number of peers, 
among them the Colonial Premiers, 
notably Alfred Deakln, Premier of 
Austria, and several bishops. W. 
Bourke Cockran. of New York, was nn 
Interested spectator. Members of the 
Irish clergy were conspicuous in the 
galleries. 


BETTER THAN NOTHING. 


Varying Comment By Irishmen In 
New York On New Measure. 

New York. May 7.—The Irish Govern¬ 
ment bill introduced In the House of 
Commons to-day, while looked upon by 
Irishmen generally In this city as fall¬ 
ing very far short of a Home Rule 
measure. Is nevertheless acceptable In 
the spirit that the granting of some 
concessions Is better tha nothing. Pat¬ 
rick Ford, editor of the Irish World, 
said : 

"Ireland, having been so long ex¬ 
cluded from all participation In the 
control of her government, any Install¬ 
ment of her rights, ho whoever small, 
may be by some regarded as an Im¬ 
provement. BlrrelPs bill. In my Judg¬ 
ment, Is a very small Installment and 
to me exceedingly disappointing." 

O’Donovan Rossa commented as fol¬ 
lows: "I cannot believe England will 
ever do anything for Ireland unless 
compelled to by some show of physical 
force. Gladstone during the debate on 
the church dls-establlshment act, over 
thirty years ago. acknowledged this. He 
said that the Manchester rescue and 
the blowing up of (ierkenwall prison 
In London had brought the Irish ques¬ 
tion Into the domain of practical 
politics. 

"I have no trust in any promisees made 
by the English government. because 
they are only thrown out as a bait to 
fool the Irish." 

John J. Joyce, vice president of the 


Municipal Council of the United Irish 
League In this city, said: 

"From the brief synopsis of the so- 
called Home Rule measure Introduced 
In the House of Commons to-duy I feel 
t hr*t u» the friends of Home Rule on 
this side of the Atlantic will be great¬ 
ly disappointed. Still, there Is good 
cause for hope, notwithstadnlng the 
mengerness of the measure. It is a 
step In advance, and like other Items of 
legislation, reluctantly granted by Eng¬ 
land, may prove of benefit tb the Irish 
people." 

Intended As Installment. 

Chicago. May 7.—Speaking of the 
Homo Rule bill Introduced Into the 
British Parliament to-duy, William 
Dillon, of this city, said to-day: 

•Speaking generally, the measure Is 
doubtless Intended as a Installment 
upon, not as a final settlement of. the 
Irish demand for self-government. The 
main abjection to the scheme Is that 
it does not vest In the Council any pow¬ 
er of appointing Judges of the Supreme 
Court of Juricluture at Dublin, nor 
any power over the Dublin police or 
the Irish constabulary. This defect la 
so great, in my opinion, that it is doubt¬ 
ful if the measure, even as an Install¬ 
ment. will be acceptable to the Irish 
Parliamentary party." 

Father of Measure. 

Washington. May 7.—Ambassador 
Bryce, who, as chief Secretary for Ire¬ 
land, was really the father of the Irish 
Council Bill, although it was perfected 
by hl» successor, Mr. Blrrell. evinced 
grenjt Interest In Its provisions. Prior 
to his Appointment to Washington Mr. 
Bryce gave undivided attention to the 
measure and Its every word recalls In¬ 
cidents connected with Its preparation, 
which was begun Just about one year 
ago. In view of his present position, 
however, he said to-day that It Is quite 
impossible for him to express any opin¬ 
ion or criticism whatever concerning It.

ONE MAN KILLED AND TWO 
BADLY WOUNDED. 


OLD GRUDGE SAID TO HAVE 
CAUSED THE TROUBLE. 


PARTIES WIDELY CONNECTED. 


MWdle^boro, Ky., May 7.—[Special.]— 
In a pitched battle said to have been 
brought on by an old grudge, on Sugar 
Run creek. In the northern section of 
Bell county, George Howard was In¬ 
stantly killed, Elhanan Howard, his 
brother, was fatally wounded and Mar¬ 
tin Green was badly wounded. 

It is said that the Howards, whose 
home Is in Clay county, were visiting 
relative* near Green’s home and went 
to his home last night in a quarrel¬ 
some mood. Green, it is said, ordered 
them to leave his home, which they 
refused to do. The trouble Is supposed 
to have stirrted by Elhanan striking 
Green on the head with a pistol. Green, 
it Is said, started for his gun to de¬ 
fend himself, when George Howard 
opened ftre on him from the front 
porch with, a Winchester. Green, it is 
declared, turned quickly and fired two 
shots at George Howard, both of them 
taking effect. Howard died instantly. 

Elhanan Howard, who is said to have 
fired several shots at Green at close 
quarters, started to run on the porch, 
when, it is said. Green fired one phot 
at him. The ball penetrated Howard’s 
back and drove a suspender buckle 
entirely through his body. 

Chief of Police Van Bobber, of this 
city, returned to-night from the scene 
of the fight with Martin Green, who Is 
a nephew of Van Bebber, in custody. 
Green was badly cut three weeks ago 
In a fight with the Miracle boys. The 
Miracles are relatives of the Howards. 
Both the Greens and Howards are 
widely connected. 


“WETS” WIN OUT 


IN THE LOCAL OPTION ELEC¬ 
TION AT MAYSVILLE. 


Temperance People May Start Move¬ 
ment To Vote Entire County, 
Claiming It Will Go Dry. 


Maysville. Ky., May 7.—[Special.]— 
The local option election to-day was 
the most exciting ever held here and 
resulted In a decided victory for the 
“wets" by a majority of 348. they car¬ 
rying every w'ard In the city save the 
Sixth. 

At the opening of the polls this morn¬ 
ing the First Presbyterian church bell 
announced the time for the voting to 
begin, and from then on throughout 
the entire day impressive services were 
held. In a driving rain, women and 
children, some of them so small they 
could hardly walk, paraded behind 
brass bands, while women from the 
various churches were stationed at 
booths close to the polls serving lunch 
and hot coffee to the voters. This 
morning the two wholesale groceries 
where liquors were sold were compelled 
to close for the day for the first time 
In the history of the establishments. 

The local option people will hold a 
meeting to-night at the Baptist church, 
when they will decide whether or not 
they will begin to-morrow with a pe¬ 
tition to sesure signers throughout the 
county to have another election under 
the Cammack county unit law.

Owensboro, Ky.—Dear Sir: I have r«ad 
In the Courier-Journal and Times of to¬ 
day an open letter from you, spurning 
the invitation I s*mt you to attend a "Con¬ 
vention of Friends of Law and Order 
Throughout Kentucky," at the Masonic 
Temple, Louisville, May 14. You emphatic¬ 
ally decline to have anything to do with 
this convention on five grounds, viz.: 

"First—A law and order movement can 
have no reason for existence in any com¬ 
munity unless that community lacks the 
two primal elements mentioned in the 
tide of the proposed organization. 

"Second—There is plenty of law, there 
are able ami Just Judges to define if, and 
there are honest, conscientious and up¬ 
right executives to enforce it. 

"TIUrd—There U no State in the Union 
or country under the sun where the law 
is more fully obeyed or more rigidly en¬ 
forced than in Kentucky." 

Fourth—You say you "would blush with 
Shame if the imputations cast upon us 
from the outside, that Kentucky is thp 
abode of lawlessness, wore proven to be 
true." 

Fifth—You "equally blush that any set 
of men owing her allegiance and bound in 
every way to defend her good name 
should make this accusation—void of truth 
us it is."

A SERIES OF LECTURES 
AND 


Frankfort, Ky., May 7.—[Special.]—Not 
at all encouraging is the report of the 
State Agricultural Department for the 
month of April, Issued to-day by Com¬ 
missioner Hubert Vrccland. With the 
thermometer several times below freezing 
point during the month, following the 
warm spell during March, the Commis¬ 
sioner says the month of April will long 
be remembered by agrlculturtats as the 
most unfavorable for many years. His 
correspondents In the several sections of 
the State report the peach crop os prac¬ 
tical! y all killed; the March corn a fail¬ 
ure; tobAcco off eight and ten points from 
last year, and the forward wheat sup¬ 
posed to be materially Injured, bringing 
the condition down in one month as much 
as ten points. 

The report is as follows: 

"Office of Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Frankfort, Kv.. May 7. 1907.—The month 
of April will long be remembered as the 
coldest and most unfavorable for crops 
and spring work for many years. Tne 
weather was cool and damp from tho 1 st 
up to the 24th of the month. The ther¬ 
mometer several dn ies registered below 
freezing. The warm, dry spell In March 
hud caused quite a good deal of com to 
be planted. This was a complete failure, 
a* all had, or w’lll have to bo planted 
ugain. Tho forward wheat w’hore It had 
begun to Joint, is supposed to bo mate¬ 
rially Injured, bringing tho condition 
down In on© month ten points. The oat 
crop was also damaged by freezing at 
the time of germination. 

Ino peach crop is nearly all killed, 
i urns, cherries, pears and Apples suffered 
considerably, but not to tho extent of tho 
peach crop. 

There Is a general complaint of scarcity 
of tobacco plants. The seed, from some 
cause, failed to germinate a* well as 
usual. Tho frost killed a good many 
where they were well advanced. For the 
first time, the flea bug la reported ’do 
have done considerable damage to them 
under canvass. The yield or Burley of 
tho 1908 crop is estimated at 90 per cent, 
of the crop of 190G. There is also a fall¬ 
ing off of eight points in dark crop; 
estimated at 92 per cent, of the crop of 
1906. 

Grasses and pastures received quite a 
set back from the cold weather. The 
acreage to clover and alfalfa Is verv 
satisfactory considering the failures in 
clover tne last few* years and the high 
price of seed. 

The numbers of cattle being fed and 
grazed are less than last year. Hogs 
have also suffered a loss In numbers. The 
number of lamDs is nearly up to the 
standard. 

The potato crop Is an average in acres. 
Tho outlook from present /conditions Is 
not flattering or very encouraging to the 
farmers.

FIRST READING 


PASSED BY THE COMMERCIAL 
MODUS VIVENDI. 


Members of the Reichstag Think 
United States Is Gainer By 
the Agreement. 


Berlin. May 7.—During the course of 
the debate In the Reichstag to-day on 
the commercial modus vivendl between 
the United States and Germany, which 
passed its first reading and was re¬ 
ferred to a committee. Count von 
Schwerin Loewlts, Conservative, who 
had previously asserted that the agree¬ 
ment gave German Industry infinitely 
fewer advantages than Germany gave 
the United States, said he wanted cer¬ 
tain assurances from the Government 
beyond what Vice Chancel lor Count 
von Posadowsky-Wehner had given the 
House. 

Herr Kaempff, Radical, said he 
thought the measure must be inter¬ 
preted from the standpoint of the po¬ 
litical conditions Jn the United States 
and in view of the latter he believed 
the modus vlvendi was all the Ger¬ 
man Government was able to attain at 
present and must under the circum¬ 
stances please Germany because it Is 
the first step toward a tariff or re¬ 
ciprocity treaty. 

Dr. Stresemann, National Liberal, 
announced that the attitude of his par. 
ty would depend on what assurances 
were given in committee. He admit¬ 
ted that President Roosevelt could not 
give more. Still the concessions made 
were not equivalent for the great ad- 
vantages Germany had given the Unit¬ 
ed States. The speaker added: '"Ameri¬ 
can customs chicanery must be re¬ 
moved or moderated. I object to the 
automatic prolongation of the modus 
vlvendi if not denounced. 

Herr Molkenbuhr. Socialist, said the 
Socialists were in favor of the agree¬ 
ment as being a step toward better 
conditions. He hoped the United States 
and Germany would abolish protective 
tariffs.

HAS BIG INCOME. 


The $54,000 contract for fitting the 
Circuit Clerk’s office with steel fix¬ 
tures and furniture let fourteen months 
ago by the Fiscal Court to the Art 
Metal Construction Company, of 
Jamestown, N. Y., and which has as 
yet been complied with only in a small 
degree, will be made the subject of a 
searching investigation by a commit¬ 
tee of members of the court and the 
reason for the long delay In completing 
the work will be ascertained if possible. 
This step was taken by the Fiscal 
Court at its meeting yesteruay morning 
as the result of a report filed by Coun¬ 
ty Attorney R. W. Bingham In which 
he strongly intimated alleged collusion 
between the Bankers' Construction 
Company and the Art Metal Construc¬ 
tion Company, which is saild to have 
prevented competition wheA he con 
tract was let. He also ch%^»d that 
the work so far as It had progressed 
was not satisfactory. The Bankers 
Construction Company, which is a Cin¬ 
cinnati concern, makes & specialty of 
drawing plans for installing steel fur¬ 
niture and fixtures and was employed 
by the Fiscal Court about a year and 
a half ago to complete plans and 
specifications for the steel furniture 
the Circuit Clerk's office. It had been 
previously determined to Install this 
class of fixtures so that the building 
might be as fire proof as possible and 
the records carefully preserved. The 
specifications were drawn in due time 
and the Fiscal Court advertised for 
bids upon them. Aside from the Art 
Metal Construction Company there 
were two other bidders. One of them 
however, withdrew his bid Just before 
the time came for opening them. The 
other was ineligible because he had not 
produced the proper kind of samples. 
The contract was awarded to the Art 
Metal Construction Company. 

• • • 

Said To Represent Both. 

Mr. Bingham charged that Max S 
Goldsmith, the president of the Bank¬ 
ers’ Construction Company, was also 
salesman and manager In this territory 
for the Art Metal Construction Com 
pany. His report states that there is 
a strong suspicion the plans drawn by 
the Bankers’ Construction Company 
were of such a nature as to preclude 
any other competitors from bidding on 
the work. He charged that these speci¬ 
fications called for patents of which 
the Art Metal Construction Company 
alone had control or could use. 

Rometime ago the Fiscal Court de¬ 
termined to Install new steel furniture 
In the County Clerk’s office and re¬ 
move the fixtures now employed there 
to the basement to be used In storing 
old records. Yesterday had been the 
day for opening bids. Mr. Bingham, 
however. In his report strongly recom¬ 
mended that all bids on that work be 
rejected without examination. The 
court concurred In this suggestion in 
a motion put by Magistrate Hollis. At 
noon, the regular time for opening bids 
the contents of the box were dumped 
out on the table around which the 
Magistrates were sitting. The only bid 
on the steel furniture for the County 
Clerk's office It contained was from the 
Art Metal Construction Company.

Pittsburg. May 7.—Four trustees^ ac¬ 
counts under the will of William Thaw 
w'ere filed for audit in the office of the 
Register of Wills to-day. The Fidelity 
Title and Trust Company, as trustee, 
prepared the accounts and will present 
them to the Judges of Orphans' Court 
on Monday, June 3.

Harry Kendall Thaw Is shown to 
have been the recipient of the second 
largest Income of any of the heirs, 
nearly $60,000 having been paid to him 
from this source alone.

The account of Harry Thaw shows 
there Is due him, under the nllrect leg¬ 
acy allowed by his father, the t^um of 
$439,554.

903. Of this sum. expenditures have 
been made covering the necessary ex¬ 
penses of the estate, bringing the 
amount actually paid him down to 
something leas than $60,000.

ELKINS CALLS TO INQUIRE. 


Washington, D. C. May 7.—[Special.] 
—If France urge* it, the Government 
will send to that country a tariff com¬ 
mission, perhaps the same one which 
went to Germany with Director North, 
of the Census Bureau, at its head. Tho 
precedent having been set In the case 
of Germany, the policy of the depart¬ 
ment would be to grant all foreign 
countries the privilege of, at least, talk¬ 
ing over rates. Even In the case of 
Germany It is doubtful if a basis of tar¬ 
iff revisions can be agreed upon here, 
owing to the attitude of the stand¬ 
patter**, who, with an election but a 
year off are in a position to make de 
mands upon a party w’hich needs them 
about campaign contribution time. 

France has a strong hold on the Uni¬ 
ted States for concessions, especially 
through our canned meat products. 
France is a heavy buyer and consumer 
of these products, which are not admit 
ted to Germany at all. By setting up 
that it la not very confident of their 
wholesomences. the French on this one 
Item alone could Inflict injury which 
would be felt. 

There Is general dissatisfaction among 
foreign countries over this country's 
tariff policy and even In administration 
circles It Is realized that retaliations 
must soon come unless concessions are 
made.

Wood's Rapid Rise. 


When Lieut. Gen, Arthur MacArthur. 
who already has been virtually placed 
on the Inactive list, shall be retired by 
the operation of law within the next 
eighteen months, MaJ. Gen. Leonard 
Wood will be the ranking officer of the 
army for sixteen years, barring acci¬ 
dents. He is now the senior Mhjor 
General and will not reach the age of 
retirement until 1924. 

The rise of nobody connected w'lth 
the army in modern times has been as 
rapid as that of General Wood. Nine 
years ago he was an assistant surgeon, 
with the rank of Captain. Next to 
him In rank Is Major General Weston, 
who not long ago was transferred from 
the staff in Washington, where he wtlb 
chief of the commissary department, to 
command In the line in the Philippines, 
Then came M&Jot Generals Grant and 
Oreely. After these come Bell, Funs- 
ton. Carter. Bliss. Barry. Mills, Bdgcrly, 
Duvall.

JUMPS TOO LATB. 


R. L. EDMONDSON STRUCK BY 
PASSENGER TRAIN. 


Thrown Twenty Feet and Death Fol¬ 
lows Almost Immediately. 


Robert Lee Edmondson. & switchman 
on -the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
was struck and almost Instantly killed by 
an Inbound L. and N. passenger train 
under tiw bridge* leading into the South 
Louisville shops at 12:45 o’clock vesterday 
afternoon. He was caught by the fender 
of the engine, and hi* body wo* hurled 
about twenty feet from the track. The 
witnesses of the accident at once sum¬ 
moned a physician, but by the time he 
arrived Bdmond*on wus dead. 

Edmondson had been running on the 
Lexington division until the lost two days, 
when ne wn* placed In the yards. He was 
working yesterday afternoon at the time 
the accident occurred. According to wlt- 
nc*i**« he was crossing the track In order 
to throw a switch and apparently did not 
know that the rapid!y-mo\ing i*a»eenge r 
train was bearing down on him When he 
saw the train he made an effort to set 
out of danger, but It was too late. He 
jumped backward, but his right leg 
caught under the fender of the engine. 
Hto head struck the track twenty feet 
away. 

The fall on the track bo mutilated hi* 
face that ho was beyond recognition after 
the accident. Dr. Harris Kelly, the Coro¬ 
ner, was called. He ordered the body re¬ 
moved to Crolle’s undertaking establish¬ 
ment, where it was prepared for burial. 

Edmondson was twenty-two years of 
age and had lived In Louisville only & few 
months, hto home being Verona, Ky. Dur¬ 
ing his residence here Edmondson made 
hto home at 3600 Third avenue. The body 
wlH be taken to Verona for burial to¬ 
morrow morning. _ _

most serious-minded, largely-traveled 
gentleman, who, as an orator, may 
bold his own with the best of them 
and who delights In political specula¬ 
tion; albeit his “Alabama,'' his ''Ari¬ 
zona" and his “In* Mlzzoura" plainly 
show him as a patriotic American with 
a fine sense of true and nobie feeling 
beneath the sense of humor and the 
eye for picturesque effect.

The Writer and Soldier of Fortune. 

On the same day there died in Aiiicri- 
ca two men whose lives had been con¬ 
spicuous in widely-contrasted fields. In 
Iowa died the Rev. John Wat 3 on; 'n 
New York died Henry Ronald Douglass 
Maclver. 6 ne was essentially u man 
of peace as a wlelder of the pen; the 
other was a man of war, who had 
fought under eighteen flags. 

Dr. Watson wrote many essays and 
philosophical works, but his charming 
stories of Scotland which he wrote un¬ 
der the pen name of Ian MacLaren 
brought him his greatest fame among 
the people. Their simplicity, their 
humanity, their Bentlment and their 
humor made them appeal to readers 
universally, while their truth as 
glimpses of Scottish life and character 
made them notable as works of liter¬ 
ary art. His death is a distinct loss 
to the world of books, although It can 
With equal force be said that It Is a 
real Iosb also to the world of scholar¬ 
ship and thelogy, in which he was an 
pmament, as well. 

Maclver had a name as nicely Scot¬ 
tish in sound as Ian MacLaren’s stories 
are in atmosphere, but he was Ameri¬ 
can by birth, he having first seen tho 
light of day in Virginia. His Scottish 
blood and relationship, however, sent 
him to Scotland while a young boy, 
however, and It was from Scotland 
that l(e started upon a career which 
made him a world-cclebrity. > 1 © was 
indeed a soldier of fortune. Ho fought 
under many flags and in many lands; 
he hobnobbed with kings and chief¬ 
tains; he won decorations by hls daring 
exploits; he had narrow escapes and 
stirring adventures which made him 
an object of awe and admiration amcnj 


•lovers of the romantic; he was the sub¬ 
ject of many a newspaper story. Al¬ 
ways a gallant and an adorer of wom¬ 
en. he, so far as is known, nevur mar¬ 
ried. but pursued his strange career 
unfmmmeled by the claims of love, nor 
hindered by the humdrum of domestic 
cares. The usual type of the soldier 
of fortune is a ne'er-do-well, who ram¬ 
bles over the world seeking an easy 
way of living and willing to accept a 
few risks In exchange for diversion and 
a h$te to eat. Maclver attained a high¬ 
er rank than the average »ype. for 
though he was a wanderer, he attaeh- 
(jii^ome dignity to his profession of a 
solmer of fortune and he had a dignity 
of poise and manner that bore out that 
attitude; moreover, he won commis¬ 
sions and medals that bone tribute to 
something more than mere Irresponsible 
dare-deviltry and belligerent worthless¬ 
ness. Yet, fot; all his battles as a sol¬ 
dier of fortune, Maclver never gained a 
fortune. He died poor—but that is 
hardly surprising, for the temperament 
of the itinerant warrior is hardly 
adapted to the accumulation and re¬ 
tention of wealth. 

Multitudes will lament the passing of 
Ian MacLaren, but, for all hls activities, 
Maclver did nothing to draw mankind 
to him. He died practically alone in 
the world, and he will be buried with 
few to do him revencnce. The right 
kind of death for him would have been 
one of dramatic and spectacular 
glamour on the battlefield; how’ tamo 
that, after all hla thrills, hls end should 
come to him in bed while he slept. 

A Platform For Democrats. 

I. 

Anent some recent observations of 
the Courier-Journal touching tho im¬ 
mediate conditions and outlook cf the 
Democratic Party over the country at 
large, a true and belteving Democrat, 
all of tho olden time, thus points the 
finger of rebuke: 

“It Is natural for the opponents of De¬ 
mocracy to speak as ifL tljere were no 
possibility of Democratic^victory; but It 
does not seem natural for Democrats to 
talk in this fashion. What may with rea¬ 
son be expected of a Democrat Is. that 
he will either abstain from predicting de¬ 
feat for his party, if a certain course is 
pursued, or elso polat out the path along 
which he believes a happier result may 
be obtained." 

“No possibility" is much too strong 
a terra accurately to describe anything 
which has appeared in these columns. 
If Mr. Roosevelt should be named by 
the Republicans for a Third Torm, it is 
our opinion that the Democrats would 
have a walkover. If there should be a 
fiscal crisis,—or a failure of crops, or 
such a redundancy of crops as se¬ 
riously to feich down the price of farm 
products—a change of parties w*o*iid be 
likely. Anything, everything is possible 
with God. Indeed the Unexpected is a 
tolerably familiar figure at the card 
table and on the race course and in the 
elections. 

But. considering party conditions, 
discussing political causes and effects, 
due regard must be taken of the rea¬ 
son and intelligence of the people. They 
can be no more exhilarated, by rhet¬ 
oric cobwebs than lulled to sleep by 
flashes of silence. Thl 9 is an age of 
publicity. It Is an age of inquiry. The 
very times are formative. The vital Is¬ 
sues of fifty years of agitation have 
passed from the scene. The vital Issues 
oj the coming fifty, maybe the eemihg 
hundred, years, are but just arriving 
upop It. If the Democratic party 
should, like the ostrich, stick its head 
behind a rock, or bury It in the *and— 
Its body exposed to view*—It would re¬ 
alise the idea of the criticism quoted 
above, but it would win no battles. 

Let us reajpon together. Unfortunateu 
ly the Democratic party la not a uniL 
It Is not one with irtself. In point o«f 
fact it represent® two branches, the 
Radicals, so called, and the Conserva¬ 
tives, so called, of the North, projected 
from a huge trunk known as the Solid 
South. In three Presidential elections, 
whilst the South has stood firm to its 
colors, the two Northern branches have 
steadily refused to vote for one an¬ 
other. Why? Because, there have been 
serious, though not now irreconcilable 
differences of opinion, but mainly be¬ 
cause of frictions, some fanciful and 
some real, largely personal In kind 
growing out of the lack of discipline 
and fixity of purpose inevitable to con¬ 
tinuous disfeat. 

These sores may not be slicked over 
wlith a bit of goose grease. Tb be reach, 
ed and remedied they must be probed 
down to the bone. Nor Is this &U; the 
operation must be performed In the 
open. It con not be relegated to a 
closet with any assurance of a happy 
result. 

Mr. Bryan himself Is one cause of-dls- 
sensioir, and Mr. Bryan Is not guiltLes 
of hls share of responsibility for this. 
Yet. the Nebraskan's leadership remains 
Intact and unchallenged. No good end 
can be served by treating him with re¬ 
serve. He has no reserves himself, and, 
whilst this circumstance might be a 
virtue in a private citizen, it becomes a 
weakness in a public man, and perhaps 
something more harmful still In a party 
leader. 

Leaders in politics, like Generals in 
the field!, musk win victories, not lose 
them, If they would either vindicate 
tho terms of their commission, or help 
the cause they servo. Neither politics, 
nor war, may be what Is called an ex¬ 
act science; but, on the other hand, 
neither Is quite empiric. In presence of 
the voters the p:ir:y lender can quite as 


little afford to theorize as can the Gen¬ 
eral In the face of a marching army. 
Each must first beat the enemy. 

To change the metaphor. Mr. Bryan 
has seemed to us loo much of a Doctor 
and not enough of a Lawgiver; and, as 
a Doctor, he bus had to deni with too 
nutrry prescriptions, perhaps with too 
many empty bottles. He is a public 
speaker and lecturer, who seems to 
have sot himself the example of John 
the Baptist—and. may we not say it 
without offense either way?—<o have 
taken a lesson, or two. in strenuoeity 
and unguarded speaking from Theodore 
Roosevelt. He could less afford It. A 
warier angler would the rather have 
given his trout plenty of line and have 
waited. 

Enough, however, of the figurative. 
Mr. Bryan ia a fine type of the best 
class of the average American. His 
personality and hls purposes ars ev¬ 
erywhere conceded to be above re¬ 
proach. This is a distinct and a very 
great asset. Whatever mistakes he may 
have made were honest errors. They 
belong to the past. There Is no one of us 
butt has his mistakes to aiwjwer for. 
Whnt Democrats want to know is this; 
Have wo a Democratic party—or. in 
case we have not, but only an apothe¬ 
cary’s Jar with a mutilated label can 
we recall tho elements that once con¬ 
stituted a Democratic party and bring 
these to think alike and to feel alike, so 
as In 1908 to move on tho common en¬ 
emy. whether he be a Republican So¬ 
cialist, flavoring special privilege, or a 
Populistic Socialist, favoring the com¬ 
mune. both equally at war with the 
spirit of American institutions as these 
are imbedded In the Constitution of 
the United States? If wo can do this, 
we ahull carry tho country, no matter 
who becomes our standard-bearer. If 

w’e cant, we shan't! 

II. 

When the Courier-Journal says “Back 
to the Constitution," we propose no re¬ 
sounding manifesto, no glittering gen¬ 
eralization. but a specific and Itemized 
declaration of principles and purposes, 
wholly practical in character and in 
kind. 

The framers of the Constitution were 
not only sincere, wise and patriotic 
men, but they were students of history. 
They sought in building a Nation upon 
the foundations of written, organic law 
equally to escape tho Monarchism of 
the fiddle Ages and the Democracies 
of Greece and Rome. So they con¬ 
structed a system of checks and bal¬ 
ances, securing on the one hand the 
liberty of the people and on tho other 
hand guarding against the license of 
the mob. They represented thirteen 
Colonies, which through successful war 
had ma£e themselves independent and 
sovereign States. Each of these States, 
parted with a portion of its sovereignty 
to establish “a more perfect Union," 
distinctly reserving to itself all powers 
“not delegated" to the newly created 
Central Government, "nor prohibited 
by it to the States." Happily, Wash¬ 
ington was at the helm, as Jackson 
was, and Lincoln later along, else who 
shall say the sublime scheme of eman¬ 
cipation from historic thraldom might 
not have perished whilst yet in its 
Infancy? 

The Government thus set up was and 
Is not only a dual Government of State 
nnd Federal power*, but a Govern¬ 
ment within Itself of triple powers, the 
Legislature to enact the law, the Ex¬ 
ecutive to administer the law and the 
Supreme Court to construe the law. 
Naturally, there thence arose differences 
touching the meaning of the Constitu¬ 
tion, which had to be defined and ad¬ 
justed, and out of these sprang the 
party alllgnments of nearly a century* 
But, In those times there was no actual 
or even seeming assault upon the Con¬ 
stitution itself. In the War of Sections 
each party claimed it for its own. In 
the Reconstruction of the Union after 
that war, the victorious North adhered 
strictly to the forms laid down by the 
Constitution for Its amendment to meet 
tho altered conditions. For the first 
time In our history, It is proposed by 
a President of the United States, sup¬ 
ported by some of the most eminent of 
his official advisors, to change the Con¬ 
stitution by Executive Construction, 
not by amendment as is prescribed by 
its terms, and, if this be not promptly 
and adequately met, it bodes revolution 
and ruin If not to the material pros¬ 
perity of the country, yet to its admir¬ 
able system of Constitutional checks 
and balances through the agency of 
which it has saved Itself at home and 
grown great os a world power, still a 
Republic in fact and not merely a Re¬ 
public In name. 

III. 

Here Is an issue of transcendant im¬ 
portance. They who fancy it an ab¬ 
straction little reck the relation of tho 
Constitution to the life of the people. It 
was Jefferson's devotion to the Consti¬ 
tution which saved us from quasi-mon¬ 
archism. It was Jackson’s devotion to 
the Constitution which saved us in¬ 
cipient disunion. It was Lincoln’s de¬ 
votion to the Constitution which saved 
both the Constitution and the Union. 
And It was the veneration In which the 
Constitution wos held after the War 
of Secession which paved the Govern¬ 


ment from Mexiconlzation by the de¬ 
feat of the Impeachment proceeding, 
which meant revolution, and the rescue 
of the South from the fate of Poland 
and Ireland. 

We cannot with safety go too fast in 
our attempts to cure the conceded evils 
of this present time. Nor should any 
party attempt to do too much. 
High Finance is a serious dis¬ 
temper. So Is High Tariff. Both 
may be reached without violating 
the Constitution and the law*; neither 
can bo reached by radical appliances 
promising all things to all men. The 
Constitution is as a blanket covering 
the body pdlitlc. If Constitutional 
changes be required let them be effected 
by the process of amendment prescribed 
by the Constitution itself. 

The Nation Is not diseased. Only a 
very small part of it is disordered. The 
Republican party has made itself the 
Socialist of the rich. The Hearst party 
Is trying to*make itself the Socialist 
of the poor. The real good of the 
country, and the people, lies between 
the two, and a great mass of the peo¬ 
ple are sick and tired of spectacular 
policies to say nothing about patent 
medicines. 

The next Democratic platform should 
be very short and very crisp. It should 
be so slnplle that he who run* may 
read. Tb m\ariff must bo reduced to 
[a Revenue basis. The Government 
has no right either In equity, or In 
law, to collect a dollar of taxes 
except for its own support. Pub¬ 
licity for the franchise corporation*. 
The Railways to be reached and regu¬ 
lated through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; but the law to be limited 
to the supervision of their capitaliza¬ 
tion and their relation to the general 
public, striking down tho possibility of 
discrimination, and excesses, either as 
to passengers or shippers. The Rail¬ 
ways are the property of the people. 
Their managers should be made to 
obey the law. But all laws enacted in 
hot blood, or for revenge, can in the 
end only recoil upon the people. The 
separation of Church and State. The 
further Improvement of the labor law’s 
so as more fully to meet the reasonable 
demands of labor as against the fre¬ 
quent impositions of capital, and thus 
by eliminating Just causes of discon¬ 
tent to allay agitation and make prog¬ 
ress toward tho complete reconcilia¬ 
tion of capital and labor. 

It seems to us that a few simple re¬ 
scripts of this sort, grouped under the 
paramount issue of “Back to the Con¬ 
stitution," would put the Democratic

party on solid and high ground. Pub¬ 
lic Ownership Is a mirage. The Initia¬ 
tive and the Referendum are foreign 
to our Constitutional System of checks 
and balances and impracticable to a 
territory of such vast extent and a pop¬ 
ulation so varied, great and widely sep¬ 
arate. Home Rule for the States, the 
Federal power, restricted by the Con¬ 
stitution. for the Nation; a caseation 
for a while from strenuous politics; 
and, above all, as among Democrats, a 
little less vinegar and a little more oil, 
with a dTop, or two—Just a drop, or 
two of—M olasses. _ 

The Seattle Exposition. 

A subscriber In Seattle, Washington, 
expresses surprise that in a recent ar¬ 
ticle in the Courier-Journal, in regard 
to centennial expositions, past and pro¬ 
jected, no reference was made to the 
Alaskan-Yukon-Pacific Exposition, to 
be held in Seattle in 1909. The reason 
will be obvious to the most sensitive 
citizen of that most progressive city 
and to the people of the State of Wash¬ 
ington, who feel such pride In the re¬ 
cent great development which has 
brought them into such conspicu¬ 
ous light, when it is explained that the 
proposed exposition does not belong to 
the category °f those to which special 
reference was had, since neither 
the State nor the city is old 
enough to have a oentennlaJ to cele¬ 
brate. Two years ago the centenary of 
the arrival of Lewis and Clark on the 
Shores of the Pacific was commemo¬ 
rated by the Portland Exposition, and 
however great and costly the proposed 
exposition to bo held at Seattle two 
years hence may be. It will have no 
such historic feature to commemorate 
and no one should oomplain of its hav¬ 
ing been slighted by omission from the 
list. 

This fact does not. however, diminish 
the Interest felt by the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal in the proposed exposition, or lessen 
Its desire to see it thoroughly successful. 
Youth In a State or cKy Is no cause 
for withholding praise for Its achieve¬ 
ments any more, than from on Individ¬ 
ual for deeds of prime merit, and cer¬ 
tainly compared with older cities and 
States, the people of Washington and 
its chief city are doubly entitled to 
credit for what they have achieved In 
less than half a century. especially 
when It has been compassed by such 
serious drawbacks as attended the early 
settlement of the territory which now 
comprises the State of Washington. In 
the first place, having been early occu¬ 
pied by the Hudson Bay Fur Company, 
a British corporation*, that fact, cou¬ 
pled with the long dispute with Great 
Britain as to the boundary line, delay¬ 
ed American immigration long after It 
began its march across the Rocky 
Mountains. And even then, with the 
discovery of gold In California, many 
of those who had settled In the terri¬ 
tory north of the Columbia went South¬ 
ward in search of the precious metal. 
Then there were Indian wars which 
California did not have to intend with. 


The latter State was admitted to tho 
Union la 1850. without having had a 
territorial organization. It was not until 
1853 that the Territory of Washington 
was formed from part of Oregon. But 
development was slow* and In 1860 Us 
population w-as less than 12 . 000 , while 
that of Seattle was but 200 in 1875. It 
was only in November, 1889. that 
Washington was admitted as a 
State, with a population of less 
than 70,000. Some Impetus was 
given to the development of the State 
by the completion of the Northern Pa¬ 
cific Railroad and by the growth of 
commerce with China and Japan, so 
that In 1908 the population of the State 
had reached half a million. 

But It was the discovery of gold in 
the Klondike to w*hleh the State, and 
especially Seattle, owe their wonderful 
progress and development. The latter 
early became the* port through which 
the commerce to and from Alaska 
flowed and has maintained its commer¬ 
cial supremacy in that region >vs well 
as developed a lucrative trade with all 
countries bordering on the Pacific. 
From a small town it has within lit¬ 
tle less than a decade become the sec¬ 
ond city on, the coast Some idea of Its 
growth may be had from the fact that 
by the census of 1900 it had a popula¬ 
tion of 80.67L while In 1906 an official 
estimate places it at 200 , 000 , with all 
the features In architecture, public 
utilities and good municipal govern¬ 
ment of a model city. 

It Is with the same spirit which has 
wrought this great change on the far 
West coast that Seattle proposes to 
hold the exposition with its hyphen¬ 
ated name, Implying Us commercial 
character. That it is bent on having 
one which will take rank w*lth a cen¬ 
tennial, and also to have the State to 
share its honor, is clearly evidenced, 
since -the latter appropriated $ 1 , 000 ,- 
000. That it begins to assume a na¬ 
tional feature is also evidenced by the 
following appropriations: Oregon, $ 100 ,- 
000; California, $100,000. and Pennsyl¬ 
vania. $ 100 , 000 , with smaller sums cred¬ 
ited to several other States. So, com¬ 
mend I ng the spirit which prompts an 
undertaking with such good prospects 
already, our Pacific friends may rest 
assured of the boat wishes of the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal and of all Kentucky, wflilch 
has contributed so many of Its sons 
to the discovery, settlement and devel¬ 
opment of the Coastal States. 

Dirigibility of Airships. 

While aerial navigation has improved 
by the use of different inventions hr 
propelling and steering the various 
changes In plan, from the pear-shaped 
original, styled a balloon, it cannot yet 
be claimed that we hare reached the 
point where we can speak of aeronautics 
as an exact science. Latterly the aero¬ 
plane has been regarded as a great ad¬ 
vance In the means of navigating the 
air, both as to propulsion and dirigibili- 
ty. But this type of machine has 
lately come into diafttvor from a certain 
tendency, after getting up good speed 
and rising In the air,, to topple over 
and fkll heavily to the ground. Scien¬ 
tists and practical air navigators 
have been, of late, experimenting with 
a new device which, it is claimed, will 
remedy the defects of the aeroplane and 
other airships which have failed to re¬ 
deem the promise once claimed for 
them. Experiment* both in this coun¬ 
try and France are now being made 
with the new device, which is known as 
the helicopter. This is a type of fly¬ 
ing machine that Is heavier than air 
and differs from the balloon type In 
that it does not depend upon the aid of 
the gas bag for ascension and sup¬ 
port, but is elevated by a series of 
snrew propellers, variously arranged, 
which furnish the lighting power, while 
the propulsion power Is afforded by 
other screw*. The advantage of this 
type of machine is that It has as much 
stability in the air as other kinds and 
can descend to the earth slowly and 
safely, while aeroplanes and similar 
types must go at such speed In «he air 
to sustain themselves there as to make 
landing a very dangerous feat. 

Prof. Wood, of John Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity. is constructing a machine of 
this type. In the success of which he 


feels confidence.

of telephone fame. Is also expertmenittng 
at his Cape Breton laboratory upon a 
machine of somewhat similar type to be 
propelled by screw* blades rotating 
through the air Just os a steamer Is 
propelled by scerws rotating In the 
waiter. 

Jt may turn out that this new device 
-vill lead to practical results. Ort-Jn 
it is that, notwithstanding at inter¬ 
vals since ballooning w*as first intro 
duced great expectations have been ex¬ 
cited as to the practical utilization of 
some machine for aerial navigation, 
no reliable device has yet been invent¬ 
ed. It La now nearly a century and a 
quarter since the Montgolfier hrotheis 
ascended in a balloon weighing 500 
pounds, near Lyons, France, by means 
of heated air, the use of hydrogen being 
unknown to them. Subsequently 
they made ascensions in Paris in the 
presence of vast crowds and took short 
trips through the country, but kt may 
be truly affirmed that, with all tho 
claimed Inventions In aeronautics, 
there has been but little advance along 
practical lines beyond the spectacular 


Wood and Bell are on independent lines, 
experimenting practically upon & new 
principle of propulsion and dlrlglblilty 
of airships, the successful solution of 
which would w r ork such a revolution in 
the world’s progress. 


Whose Is Washington P 

Certain Washington business men 
have the effrontery to suggest that the 
anti-smoke law, which helps to make 
the national capital the cleanest Amer¬ 
ican city, should be repealed. This 
brings up the question of tho real own¬ 
ership of Washington. 

Of course, it is due to the universal 
somnolence of Washington that her 
business men are not alive to the fact 
that smoke is not a sign of economy, 
but a proof of thriftlessness. The busi¬ 
ness men who are opposed to the smoke 
law are misguided, rather than ma¬ 
licious. But Washington is the capital 
of the United States. It belongs to the 
nation, and Washingtonians are vir¬ 
tually tenants of the republic. A Gov¬ 
ernment which appropriates money for 
classic architecture and landscape gar¬ 
dening cannot allow* the hand of the 
vandal to set aside the bar against 
the emission of smoke. 

Washington grows more beautiful 
each year. One day it will be the most 
beautiful capital In the w’orld, and the 
Yankee touring Europe may set down 
hls grip-sack in the proudest of its 
cities and hire an interpreter to tell the 
native® what they have missed If they 
have not seen the capital of his coun¬ 
try. 

In a Ilf le while—as the life of a city 
Is measured—the slums will be swept 
away from the vicinity of Pennsylvania 
avenue, the shacks will vanish from the 
edge of the Capitol lawn. The buzzards* 
roost railroad station that has made 
Washington notorious Is now* being re¬ 
placed by one of the handsomest sta¬ 
tions in America. To repeal the smoke 
law in the one American city that is 
not a “dull town of trade" would be 
an act of infamy. 

Washington, among all other cities 
between Portland, \Me., and Portland, 
Ore., is the “neater, sw’eeter maiden In 
a cleaner, greener land." To defile her 
with coal smoke would be an offense 
unpardonable. If any tradesmen feel 
hankered by the laws that enforce 
cleanliness, let them Beek their for¬ 
tunes elsewhere. Uncle Sam’s work¬ 
shop stretches from sea to sea and 
from the lakes to the Gulf. The litter 
of trade must be zealously kept out of 
the drawing-room. 

Washington is the possession—and is 
becoming the pride—of every American, 
and her owners object to any sugges¬ 
tion that eternal vigilance, which Is the 
price of her cleanliness, be relaxed 
within her corporate limits. 


Canned Voices. 

The arrival In this country of phono¬ 
graphic records of ihe voice of the Ger¬ 
man Emperor, to be preserved at the 
Congressional Library and at Harvard 
University, calls attention 4o the possi¬ 
bilities of the phonograph as a histor¬ 
ical witness. If they had such things 
as phonographs when Domosthenes 
lived, we of the Twentieth century 
Should be able now to hear the voice of 
the mighty ancient whose oratory haa 
oome down to us as tradition. We 
could compare him with the orators of 
our time and discover for ourselves 
whether he was, after all, so great. 
Think what a queer sensation we 
should feel to hear the voice of Julius 
C aesa r addressing the Romans; to hear 
Che Emperor Nero playing a solo upon 
hU lute or reciting one of hls veraes; 
to hoar the voice of 8t. John preaching 
in the wilderness; to hear tVHMom 
Shakespeare speaking Hamlet’s solilo¬ 
quy or Aibraham Lincoln delivering his 
Gettysburg address. 

Hereafter, however. It will be the 
privilege of mankind to hear the voices 
of men after they are dead. When they 
themselves have turned to dust, Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, Emperor William, Ed¬ 
ward VII.. Marcella Sembrloh. Enrico 
Caruso, Mark Twain and others of the 
great constellation of to-day will give 
their messages of politics or song or 
philosophy to the races of earth. 

The members of the School Board , 
will do w-ell t* sift to the bottom the j 
charges made by a teacher that she j 
had been offered a prlncipalrhip of a 
public school l:n exchange for the pay¬ 
ment of a sum of money. If anyone Is 
trading In appointments he should be 
discovered and stigmatized; if injustice 
is being done anyone the cause of jus¬ 
tice demands that he hare fair play. 
Above all. the School Board owes it to 
itself to preserve Its good name by be¬ 
ing swift to ferret out and exterminate 
any graft. If it exist, and to prove that 
It does not exist, if this be the case.

a vulgar Americanism,’’ explains the 
London Morning Post. True, but when 
an English nobleman describes a pro¬ 
spective American bride as being worth 
a given amount he does no violence to 
truth or taste.

AUGUSTUS THOMAS CITES CON¬ 
DITION AND REMEDY. 


Taxation of Machines Held To Solve 
Problem Confronting the 
Nation. 


IF mm a Speech Delivered Before the 

New York Republican dub by the Fa¬ 
mous American Dramatist.] 

Forgetting that you are a Repub¬ 
lican organization, and that I am a 
Democrat, I am going to make the 
unexpected effort of a complimentary 
appeal to your intelligence. 

Since the President of the United 
States declares that the private for¬ 
tunes of the few have grown to men¬ 
acing proportions there can be no sen¬ 
sationalism in its reiteration. As he 
advocates their restraint there can be 
no absence of patriotism In discussing 
any reasonable method of repression. 

Two facts are admitted: there is 
wealth surpassing anything in history; 
the wealth is dangerously concen¬ 
trated. 

As chief factor in the production of 
this wealth, all agree In naming the 
applied policy of protection. Its Jus¬ 
tice or injustice as a fnct, its soundness 
or Instability as a theory, I do not in¬ 
tend to discuss. 

Protection has its greatest support 
in the fallacious belief that it protect* 
American labor. The fact Is that it pro¬ 
tects only the product of labor. The 
product of labor Is never the property 
of labor. For American labor itself 
there is no protection whatever, if we 
except the Chinese Exclusion Act, and 
the contract labor haw. On the con¬ 
trary. each year sees one million im¬ 
migrants enter the nation’s gates. The 
majority of these are toilers. They com¬ 
pete with the laborer. The added prod¬ 
uct of their toil passes automatically 
into the favored region of protection, 

: and adds to the surplus of the owm- 
, ers. 

There Is no serious proposal on my 
part to stem this competing tide of 
j one million a year. There is a far 
more serious competition to labor, a 
competition that comes In every year 
unchallenged by the inspector at the 
shore or border, comes in hordes that 
mock the contract law, comes steadily 
and silently from the goblin land of 
mechanical invention. 

The machine that displace* the man, 

I the machine that may do the work of 
I ten or fifty or three hundred or two 
: thousand [as the spinner does]. The ma- 
! chine that may be repeated and multl- 
1 plied Into billions as the need arises. A 
soulless, tireless, sleepless Frariken- 
| stein monster of brass and ataal that 
needs no food, consumes no revenue- 
paying luxury, adds nothing to the 
I thought or spirit of the people, but 
piles up the product that is protected. 

When Richard Arkwright came from 
hls barber shop in the cellar In 1775 
with hls invention of the spinning frame 
there were but a few thousand cotton 
spinners in the British kingdom. Fifty 
years later the spinning machines w*ere 
doing the work of forty million spin¬ 
ners and the machine power of the mills 
I of England was computed as equaling 
that of 600,000.003 mdn. 

When Richard Arkwright came from 
hls cellar in Lancashire, and James 
Watts left hls bench In Glasgow, the 
soil of England was owned by 250,000 
separate owners and corporations. Fif¬ 
ty years later the owners numbered 
32,000 only. This goblin of brass and 
steel had already concentrated that 
vast power into its owners’ hands In 
free-trade England. Need we wonder 
at its accomplishment behind our gran¬ 
ite w*alls of protection? 

The output In America of this un¬ 
measured monster, undoubtedly equal¬ 
ing the hand product of billions and 
trillions, Is superimposed upon the tax- 
paying capacity of eighty-five millions 
of people. Its insatiable demand for 
markets, the cry for the open door 
iqnke necessary navy and army and 
consular expense, all borne by the sub¬ 
merged strata of the eighty-five mil¬ 
lions of flesh and blood. 

That Is the condition. What are the 
remedies? 

One party believes a remedy lies In 
letting this great product do open bat¬ 
tle outside of America with the product 
of the world, as It already does open 
badtle on the Inside. 

Another party believes that relief lies 
In regulating the railroads that trans¬ 
port the product over the face of the 
land. Another believes that the an¬ 
swer is to take the tax from every¬ 
thing but the land itself. Another that 
we’d be all right If the men w'et-nurs- 
ing the machine couldn't drink intoxi¬ 
cants. 

The facts are these: the national ex¬ 
pense* are incurred In protecting, regu¬ 
lating, facilitating, forwarding the work 
of 85,000,000 of people. Their work plus 
the work of uncounted billions of in¬ 
vented mechanical units of equal In¬ 
dividual pow'er. 

These expenses are paid by the 85.- 
000.000 alone. The uncounted billions of 
artificial units w*hose output necessi¬ 
tates 90 per cent, of the expense*, 
pay not one penny of the burden. 

Can xve approach a remedy? The cost 
of government is two billions of dollar* 
this year Two, billions to be roughly 
apportioned against 85 million people. 
Let us discover the man power of the 
man-displacing machine. Let us com¬ 
pute that power. Let us odd to the 
trillion units that it may total, the S3 
million units of flesh and blood. Use 
the number thus obtained as the Just 
divisor of the nation’s burden. Divide 
the yearly expense by that, and tax 
each machine its pro rate part a* found 
according to Its rnan-pow’er capacity. 

It is not to be contended that this 
would decrease the cost of living, ss 
long as our national tax Is not one for 
revenue only. But It would transfer 
somewhat from the yearly surplus of 
the protected classes Into tho treasury 
of the nation, which could be applied 
to the benefit of all.

CHILDREN FOUND DESTITUTE. 


The enumwiLtion of voter* of In¬ 
diana, held every sixth year, for 
the purpose of making the legis¬ 
lative appointment, has been In 
progress In the mrious township* of 
the State for several weeks, and the 
Trustees have until July 1 to complete 
the work anti report. In New Albany 
township, which Includes the city, the 
work has been completed by the Trus¬ 
tee. William W. Moss and the figures 
Ihow a gratifying gain over the enumera¬ 
tion of 1901. According to the figures. 
New Albany city and township contains 
V.384 voters. In 1901 there were C.338. 
showing a gain In six years of 1 48. Of 
the voter* 6.169 were in the city. 213 In 
the 8 llver Grove suburb, eighty In Glen- 
wood and 922 In the remainder of the 
township. 

The Increase in the number of voters 
Would mean a gain In the total population 
of tho township of nearly 4.000, and of 
this increase 3,000 should be credited to 
the city. According to the census of 
lpno. Now Albany had a population of 
21.183, and there whs certainly some 

S in before the enumeration of voters was 
ten a year filter. It is now believed 
by persons who have given the question 
lomo consideration, that an accurate cen¬ 
sus would show New Albany to have a 
population of not less than 25,000. The 
report made several months ago, which 
placed the population of the city mu.-h 
below. that figure caused considerable 
comment, and It is probable that the 
Commercial Club or the City authorities 
will have a census taken to satisfy the 
existing doubts. The school enumera¬ 
tion of New Albany, which has Just been 
made, will probably he given out to the 
public this week and It is said it will 
show a decided Increase In the number 
of school children over the enumeration 
ol last year and consequently a corres¬ 
ponding increase in the population of the 
city.

Block one of the best known and beloved 
Jewish women of Louisville, who died 
suddenly Monday, will be held at the res¬ 
idence. 1301 Third avenue, at 3:3) o’clock 
this afternoon, with interment In Adath 
Israel cemetery. Dr. li. G. Enelow wHl 
conduct the services. 

Though Mrs. Block, who was the wife 
of Nathan Block, had been indisposed 
for several weeks, lver illness was thought 
to bo of a trivial nature and her death 
was very unexpected. She entertained 
friends MondAy afternoon, and seemed 
to be In unusually good health. Shortly 
before the evening ineal she complained 
of feeling ill and was forced to lie down.

B RIGHT weather and a prospect of 
improved track condition's were re¬ 
sponsible for the fact that a large 
crowd went out to ChurchlM 
Down* yesterday afternoon to witness tile 
running of the six races. Usually tho 
crowd which attends the races the day 
after the Derby or the day after any big 
race Is run is very small by comparison, 
but the local management must have been 
pleased with the throng which gathered 
at the famous old course yesterday. It 
is estimated that fi.OuO people attended the 
races, the features of the card being a 
handicap at a mile and a steeplechase 
handicap over the short course. 

The feature of the afternoon, however.: 
wt sthe suspension of Jockey Gaddy, a 
steeplechase rider, by Presiding Judge 
Charles F. Price. Last fall during the 
meeting ait Churchill Downs Judge Price 
ruled Gaddy off for life because of a very 
bed ride of which Gaddy was guilty over 
the Jumps. During the past winter, how¬ 
ever, a great deal of powerful Influence 
was brought to bear on behalf of Gaddy, 
and In defiance of Judge Price's written 
Objection the boy was deliwnated by the 
governing body. 

Judge Price, before the action was tak¬ 
en. gave a written opinion of what he 
Judged to be Gaddy's failings, but this 
opinion bad lfttle weight. Gaddy was 
reinstated. Yesterday afternoon Gaddy 
had the mount on Webberflelds. the heav¬ 
ily-backed favorite In the steeplechase 
race and Webberflelds ran out out the 
course early in the action. 

Immediately after the boys had ridden 
to the stand and dismounted Judge Price 
suspended Gaddy for the remainder of the 
meeting, and he will certainly again rec¬ 
ommend that the steeplechase Jockey be 
ruled off for life. What action the pow¬ 
ers that be In the racing circle* of the 
West will take on Judge Price s recom¬ 
mendation remains to be seen. 

Only two favorites rewarded the play¬ 
ers of form yesterday. These were Hon¬ 
est, in the second race, and Gauze, in 
the closing event. Both were heavily 
played and both won easily. Lady Carol, 
however, which won the third race, was 
heavily played and her victory did the 
bookmakers no good, though in the same 
event Excitement was backed from 5 to 1 
to 34 to 1 at poet time. 

Tom Dolan won the handicap, which 
wm* at ane mile, and while he was not 
the favorite, he was backed from 4 to 1 
to 7 to 2, and won In a terrific drive by 
a neck from Pasadena, which was aJso 
well played. Naran took the steeplechase 
handicap and Col. Jhn William wun tho 
ftng»t race with his good three-year-old Uls¬ 
ter Polly. This filly was at a long price, 
but a few people who believed In her 
chances wagered on her with confidence, 
whUe the talent backed Our Anna from 
8 to 1 to 3 to 1.

Jockey Hill, who was suspended two 
jears ago by Judge Murphy, was restored 
to good standing.

?any, M. Z. Sian nurd yesterday went be¬ 
fore the Board of Commissioners of Clark 
county. Ihd., during the monthly meeting 
in Jeffersonville, and asked that an order 
be mode Increasing the rates. Mr. Stan¬ 
dard said that unless this was done It 
might be possible that the company would 
have to go out of oxietenoe. 

He oakl the cost of operating the boats 
was considerably more than it had 
been a few years ago and the Income was 
correspondingly less. He said It was out 
of th^ question to talk about keeping tha 
steamers In repair at the present Income 
and tho bo.Ua were needing overhauling. 
Some of them, he told the board, should 
be replaced with new ones It was not 
believed to be absolutely certain that the 
company could be operated at a profit, 
Mr. Scannurd unsertod. after permission 
had been granted to Increase the rates, 
but there would be an attempt to do so. 
Mr. Stannard said that if the order was 
made a license would be applied for at 
once. 

The company operates under a Clark 
county franchise and for Lids reason the 
application was made to the Board of 
Commissioners. At a pervious meeting, J 
E. Gioesbrenner. superintendent of tho 
line, went before the board and asked 
for an order making an Increase in the 
rates on animals and vehicle*, and was 
told tho board had nothing to do with It 
Mr. Stannard Insisted It did, rund quoted 
the law on the subject. Then* was no one 
present to object to the change, and the 
board finally made the order which will 
permtt of the Increase In ratea Under the 
order the clmngea will be as follows: 

For each two or four-wheeled vehicle 
drawn by one horse, including man In 
charge, 25 cents Instead of 30 cents; for 
each two or four-wheeled vehicle drawn 
by two horses.

$1 instead of 50 cents; each wagon loaded 
with hay drawn by two horses. 50 cents 
Inrtead of 25 cents, under the present 
two-horse wagon rate; automobiles, 75 
cents, there being no old rate; horses 
and cattle In lots of five or under, 10 cents 
each. »vme as present rate; horses and 
cattle In lots of six or more, 8 cents each, 
as at present; hogs or sheep In lots of ten 
or less. 5 cents each, as at present; hogs 
and sheep in lots of eleven or more, 4 
cents efi‘*h. os at present 

It Is also specified In the order that the 
company can charge foot passengers five 
cpnis ami no more per crossing, but Mr. 
StanTwml said he did not believe thq pres¬ 
ent rate of two cents, where 100 trips are 
purchased, would bo changed on account 
of the intefurbnn competition. The or¬ 
der permits the company to charge less 
than five cents, but not more. It was 
stated by Mr. Stnnnanl that In case the 
company was Justified at any time In do¬ 
ing so the old rates would be restored 
for animals and vehicles.

The question ha* been brought up a* to 
whether or not the unfilled orders reported by 
the United States Steel Corporation far Marc 
31—a little over 8.000.0OO tons— i*pre»ent to 
great extent orders between subsidiarily com 
ponies of the corporation. On the authority 
of an officer of one of the subsidiary com¬ 
panies, It can be said, says a Pittsburg Dl* 
patch, that the unfilled oruer* reported at 
the end of each quarter by the Steel Corpor 
atlon cover only finl#he<| products, and that 
all orders between subsidiary companies are 
eliminated before the figure* are given out 


The Philadelphia Company, of Pittsburg, 
preparing to do h \a*t amount of develop 
ment work In Its gas fields this summer, to 
meet th* enormous Increase In consumption 
In the Pittsburg district, which has been In 
creasing so rapidly, especially by manufac 
luring plants, as to seriously cripple the gns 
comr*nu4i. The Philadelphia Company will 
put In new pipe line* to Its gas properties 
In Washington and Green* counties and will 
drill sixteen wells In Greene county and three 
In Washington county. The location* for th«*^e 
nineteen have aJrcady been made. Other* will 
follow when these are completed. 


Report* from Seautle. Wash., state that the 
street railway and ga* c->mpantes are finding 
it difficult to kerp pace with the rapid growth 
of the cRy and the consequent demands upon 
the public utility purveyor*. The Seattle Elec, 
trie Company, which operate* the sfiVet oar 
service, report* on Increase of 20 per cent 
In the number of pas^nger* carried last year 
and the present Indications are that ths in 
crease for 1007 will be even larger. The 11 ns 
from Seattle to Tacoma 1* being double 
tracked, and It is expected at least twenty 
mites of track wilt be addeo to the city sys 
tem during this year. The Stats of Washing¬ 
ton Is bsing rapidly eiqplolted by th* mil 
road*. In addition to the transcontinental 
lines, which are heading toward Seattle, there 
l* being constructed within the State 1,733 
miles of new railroad at an estimated cost of 
more than $107,000,000. 

Ths president of the United States Express 
Company has sent a circular letter to stock 
holder* who want increased dividends. In which 
h« points cut that hostile Ihavs are hurting 
the express bust nee* The tncrea*<U payment* 
to railroad*, higher labor cost* and advance In 
the prices of supplies have kept net earning* 
down to ft per cent, of the present gross re 
celpts. In 1900 tho company paid the rail 
roads jn.Oftl.OiiO more than in 1904. snd 
paid for labor In 1906 $800,OfK) more than In 
UHH, while the Increaee in earnings over 190fi 
was but $1,552,000. In tw-elve of the States 
In which the company doe* buslnaee. law* 
have been passed enlarging the powers of the 
railroad commissions. 


According to Davenport. Ia . advices. Prest. 
dent J. F. Porter and Manttger J. F. Lardner. 
of the Tri-City Railway Company, have made 
a oompromtse with the City Council whereby

ticket* for 2ftc on the D. snd 8. line. Ia re 
turn the company Is to extend th# D. and S 
ttne from Eleventh and Le Claire streets to 
Eastern avenue and provide /ncreasod service 
In several particulars. 


The surplus of the United States Steel Cor- 
partition and Its subsidiaries for December. 1008, 
stood at $97,720.7^4. Adding the surplus of 
$8.<184.576 reported by the Steel Corporation It 
self for the quarter ended March 31 gives * 
total surplus of $101,405,290. rhe first time this 
Item ho* exceeded one hundred million dollars. 
On Juno 30. 1901, the surplus of the Steel Cor- 
porat loo and I ts subsidiaries stood at $30,060.- 
349 The surplus on September 30. 1003, wa* 
given os $90,,SOP.$30. But this larg* total w** 
brought about by artificial means, as nothing 
was written off on account of capital expwvll 
tures, etc., until December 31, 1003, when $29, 
401,008 was deducted, whteh orouqht the sur¬ 
plus down to $00,000,682.

PREDICTS PURE FOOD 
LAW FOR KENTUCKY 


COL. E. H. TAYLOR. JR., SAYS IT 
WELL COME NEXT YEAR. 


PREPARING OPEN LETTER 
PRESIDENT’S RULINGS. 


ON 


ISSUE WITH MR. M’NAMARA. 


That tlie Kentucky Legislature will en¬ 
act a pure food law at Its next M»s»on, 
requiring rectifiers to tell the facta about 
the mixture* they compound and sell in 
the State markets, now seems umply fore¬ 
cast,” said ex-Bonaior E. H. Taylor. Jr., 
the prominent distiller of Frankfort, who 
has been leading the State and National 
movement for pure whisky, ajid who ar¬ 
rived in LouisvKlle last night. 

Col. Taylor is preparing an open letter 
In which he declares that the re<*ent rul¬ 
ing of President Roosevelt insuring pun- 
whisky in the interstate markets, ami the 
recent decision of the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals upholding the Legislature’s tax 
upon auulu-ratod whisky, now* only need 
to be supplemented by a labeling law' in 
this State practically to eliminate whisky 
adulteration in Kentucky. 

“Fourteen States,” said Col. Taylor, 
•’hava already enacted such law's in con 
formity with the national law,” 

Col. Taylor regards the ruling* issued 
by Presldont Ro*#»evalt requiring pure 
whisky iri interstate commerce as so con¬ 
clusive that even the organization of a 
Pure Food Distillers’ Association seems 
now* unnecessary. 

Asked about the contention of the recti¬ 
fiers that President Roosevelt has "taken 
sides” with the straight whisky distil It rs. 
Col. Taylor add: "The plea of ’trade fight’ 
urged by the rectifiers was given the full¬ 
est consideration by the Government, as 
Attorney General Bonaparte explulus in 
his opinion. The President's ruling simply 
means 'let th** label toil.' 

“AM so-called whisky was being sold as 
straight whisky. It was not until the pure 
food agitation that Kentuckians kn<yw 
that there were any rectifiers. Everybody 
thought that these rectifiers were distil¬ 
lers turning out straight, aged Kentucky 
whisky. Tne ‘trade fight’ cry is best an¬ 
swered by the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
in Its decision of April 19, declaring that 
reotitters aduln.tera.te pure distilled whisky 
by making five barrels out of one.” 

“The talk of persuading the President 
to repeal his ruling Is not taken seriously 
by the trade,” said Col. Taylor, “since 
the President's whole proposition is mere¬ 
ly that the label shall denote the true 
contents of the bottles.” 

When shown the open letter of T. E. 
McNamera, of Terre Haute. Ind., which 
the Coulrer-Journal quoted a few days 
ugo. Col. Taylor said: “The proposition of 
Mr.’ McNamara, the Terre Haute distiller 
of neutral spirits, to fix a commission 
of neutral spirits’ distillers and rectifiers 
to acquaint President Roosevelt with th»F 
‘primary object of the pure food law’ 1 * 
somewhat belated. For years past the 
National Wholesale Liquor l>ealors' Asso¬ 
ciation, of which the Imaginary commis¬ 
sion is an element, was given many hear¬ 
ings before the committees of Omvgress 
preceding the passage of the purfc food 
law. The Department of Agriculture has 
accorded the same privilege, as have also 
the State food chemists of the various 
States. Here In this city four months bo 
fore the President’s ruling the Joint ftu 
thoritles of the Federal and fttate gov¬ 
ernments allowed the rectifiers a full 
hearing. , , .. 

“The Federal Government received the 
advantage of this elaborate Information. 
In addition to all this, Attorney General 
Bonaparte opens his exhaustive opinion 
bv stating that he has before him the 
brief of the attorneys for the ’rectifiers. 
Every phase of the question has been 11 
lumlnated to President Roosevelt, and the 
masterly opinion of the Attorney General, 
indorsed by the President. Is the fruitage 
of knowdedgo accumulated by the Govern¬ 
ment over a period of many years. Sec¬ 
retary John Hay covered the same ground 
for the United States Government in a 
controversy with Japan. Attorney General 
Alphonso Taft ruled similarly for the 
United States Treasury Department In 
1872. It was not until now. however, that 
the Government had a pure food law. en¬ 
abling it to enforce its position in inter¬ 
state commerce , . __ 

“The commission suggested by Mr. Me- 
Namnra. therafore,’* continued Col. Tay¬ 
lor, “is somewhat after the fact, especially 
since It is proposed that it consist of Mr. 
Sunsteln. of Pittsburg, ox-president of 
the association which Dr. \\ neyalleges to 
have continuously fought the Pure Food 
Bill, and various other members of the 
same association. 

“It Is no reflection on Mr. McNamara a 
selection of Mr. N. M. Url, of Louisville, 
and Mr. E. J. Zitler. of Cleveland, for 
Imaginary commissioners to say that the 
pure food law Itself duly provided its own 
commission—the one that gave the recti¬ 
fiers a hearing and Its personnel Included 
representatives of three Federal depart¬ 
ments best qualified to rule on the most 
intimate details of the whisky business; 
one of these being the Treasurv Depart¬ 
ment, which has had dally official Insight 
lmo the minutest details of the whisky 
business since 1862. , . . . 

“This special commission selected by 
Congress gave full hearlgs to the rectifi¬ 
ers In New* York City before the regula¬ 
tions were formulated. . . .. 

“President Roosevelt has even had the 
benefit of Cabinet discussions,’’ concluded 
Col Taylor, “and it is reasonably fair to 
assume that such men as the President. 
Secretary Root. Attorney General Bona¬ 
parte and the other men of large ability, 
to whom the American people are intrust¬ 
ing the ship of State, can grasp a mere 
question of labeling a commodity so tha; 
the public may know Just exactly what It 
Is getting.”
